It may be said that argument is thrown 
away upon them, as they are confessedly 
animated by either bitterness ayvainst those 
why have treated with indignity, or by an 
unholy ambition for power. This may be 
so. In many cares it is undoubtedly so. 
But this does not absolve us from the ex- 
ercise of that dignity, and the use of tnat 
logic, that are consistent alone with truth 
and right. 

And there are those who ha ve the mak 
ing of our political destiny, to whom 
these men address their efforts, who may 
not be blind to the argument of the 
thing. 

Surely a thinking and patriotic citizen 
of this section. let his political views be 
what they may, can have but one opinion 
upon this mutter, if he regards the: move-

What possible justification can any man 
find for breaking up a settled government. 
where fixed laws and regulated liberties 
are the right of all men? 

Who fill the offices of the State Govern- 
ment of Georgia?

Who control the Senate? All Radical ap- 
pointees! With a Constitution made bi 
Radicals. with a government administered 
by Radicals, with Radical policy triumph- 
antin the whole State, what excuse has 
any member of the Radical party for try- 
ing to overturn his own handi-work? Is 
it that the status of a fixed pol:cy, even 
though it be bad. affords less room for ar- 
bitrary power than the unbridied licence 
ot- military autocracies and Provisional 
tyrannies ?
